Supt. W. C. Cobb Defines Child Labor 
and School Attendance 
Laws

L ast week the tr u a n t officer and 
dep u ty 
labor 
com m issioner 
com­ 
menced a general round up of th e 
city in the in terest of th e sta te laws 
p ertain in g to school attendance and 
child labor. 
Mr. Pippy was called 
o u t of tow n before com pleting his 
ro unds b u t will resum e his canvass 
ag a in on his retu rn . 
For th e benefit of those who may 
n o t be fam iliar w ith the sta te law per­ 
ta in in g to child labor and school at 
tendance, we append th e following 
from th e revised pam phlet issued by 
th e State D epartm ent of Labor, June, 
1912: 
“ It shall be unlaw ful for any per­ 
son, firm or corporation, to employ 
a n y child under 14 years of age in 
an y business or service w hatever du r­ 
in g any p a rt of th e term during which 
th e public schools of th e district in 
w hich th e child resides, a re in ses­ 
sion. 
Section 
2: 
Children^ 14 ito 
16 
years: 
How employed. 
It shall be 
u n law fu l for any person, firm or 
corporation to employ any child over 
14 years of age, an d under 16 years 
of age in an y business or service 
w h atev er d u ring any p art of the 
term d u ring which the public schools 
to th e d istrict in which th e child 
resides are in session, unless the em­ 
ployer procures and keeps accessible 
to the tru a n t officer of the town or 
city and to the commissioner of labor, 
assistan t commissioner of labor, fac­ 
tory inspectors and assistants, an em ­ 
ploym ent certificate as herein pre­ 
scribed and a list of all such children 
em ployed. 
Sec. 4. 
This section provides th a t 
certificates exem pting a child from 
school aft tendance and p erm ittin g 
th em to work when school is in ses­ 
sion shall only be issued to children 
who have completed 
the common 
school studies or th e 8th grade. 
Sec. 8. 
This section provides the 
penalty for violation of the laws here­ 
tofore cited: 
“ Whoever employs a 
child under 16 years of age and who­ 
ev er having u n d er his control a child 
o f such age, perm its such child to 
be employed, shall for each offense 
be fined not less than $25., and who­ 
ever continues to employ any such 
ch ild after being notified by a tru a n t 
officer, or a commissioner of labor of 
th e state, shall for every day th ere­ 
afte r be fined not less th an $.r» and 
•every person authorized to sign a 
certificate p erm itting a child to labor 
u n d er Sec. 5 of the state law, who 
know ingly certifies to any false sta te­ 
m ent therein, shall be fined. 
A ttention is called to this last sec­ 
tio n p articularly because applica­ 
tion is made so frequently for a cer­ 
tificate to work on th e ground th a t 
th e parents need th e financial as 
sistance. 
The state law is very ex­ 
plicit© on this point as th e legisla­ 
ture a t its last session provided th a t 
no certificatees for em ploym ent should 
be issued to children under 16 years 
of age unless they had completed the 
8th grade of the common schools, it 
evidently being the intention of the 
legislature to give to every child in 
th e state, regardless of poverty con­ 
ditions, an opportunity to receive a 
common school education. 
It would greatly facilitate In the 
en fo rcem en t of tue above laws if all 
em ployers of child labor would con­ 
sider the two essential facts before 
offering such em ployment, viz; 
Is 
such child over 16 years of age, and 
if not, has he completed the common 
school course. 
The schools will close for th e 
T hanksgiving holiday on Wednesday 
ev en in g of th is week. 
A few of the 
teachers will visit home or friends out 
of th e city, hut a m ajority will spend 
their vacation in Brainerd. 
A liter­ 
ary program will be given in the high 
school assembly room on W ednesday
